beer-drinker, according to a British 
Army source in Hongkong, which adds, 
“One must remember that the average 


age of the. Army 


today is much lower 


than it. was pre-war, and as beer- 
_drinking is supposed to be an acquired 
habit, the younger soldiers have not 
‘aequired the habit.” 

sThe Naafi Supervisor in Hongkong, Mr‘8. G. 
Head, says that for every 21 pints of beer 
sold .in Naafi canteens to the RAF, the 
Royal Navy and the Army; the servicemen 
buy 42 bottles of soft drinks, six cups of tea 
or-coffee-and- three-glasses of milk. ce 


In Hongkong, Mr Head 
stated, the services drink 
more hot beverages than 
other Far Eastern. stations, 
over a yearly period, He be- 
lieves this is the, result of 
the Hongkong winter. . 


In Singapore : and other Far 
Eastern stations, where, it 1s hot 
oll tho year round, ‘the cold 
@rinks sales are bigher, A com- 
parison of the driniting habits 
cf Britlsh servicemen in Singa- 
pore and Hongkong shows that 
the Singapore troops drink more 
soft drinks, (but consume less 
tea, coffee and milk,
